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I am writing in reply to the Ford vs. 
Chevy poll. 

John Larter isn't a bad guy, but he 
sticks up for Ford a little too much. 
Here are some facts for him: 

Louis Chevrolet was a Swiss racing 
driver who came to the U.S. to make 
and market a car. His first car was 
built in 1911, and his cars (the Baby 
Grand) sold well even before he joined 
General Motors a few years later. 

His cars were the main reason why 
Henry Ford stopped making the 
Model T—Chevrolet’s cars were much 
better, and they cost ony a little more 
than the Model T. 

Both the 1932 Fords and the 1932 
Chevrolets are popular cars to make 
hot rods out of: both are popular as 
police cars, along with Chrysler. 

Chevrolet's Corvette is the only 
American-made Sports car. The early 
Ford Thunderbirds were sports cars, 
but they changed to luxury cars. The 
Bricklin doesn’t really count because 
it is made in Canada, although it is 
unique because it isn’t sold in the 
country it's made in. but it will be 
soon. 

Chevrolet makes 3 small cars. Ford 
only one. Chevrolet’s cars are the 
Chevette. Nova, and Vega. Ford’s is 
the Pinto. I consider the Mustang and 
Maverick too big. 

On the other hand: 

Ford made cars almost 10 years be¬ 
fore Chevrolet started selling cars. 

Ford’s cars sold so well that it took 
a group of several cars to outsell him 
—General Motors. 

Chevrolet didn’t make Henry Ford 
stop making the Model T’s until 17 
million of them had been made over 
a 19-year period. The only car to 
break the record Ford set was the 
Volkswagen Beetle, just a few years 
ago. Also the price of the Model T 
went DOWN over the years, which 
made it so popular. It was while the 
Model T was being made that Henry 
Ford introduced “profit sharing”— 
called “cash rebates” today. 

Ford has a new small car called the 
Fiesta coming next year, which is 
smaller than the Chevette, and has 
front-wheel drive (the Chevette is the 
only car in its class with a conven¬ 
tional power-train-front engine, rear- 
wheel drive); it is smaller than any 


other car in its class, but it must be 
imported from Spain, making the 
Chevette the only American-made 
car in its class. 

But there are other types of people, 
not just Ford and Chevy people. 

Don’t forget the Mopar fans—peo¬ 
ple who like the Dodge—Plymouth- 
Chrysler-and the defunct Imperial 
group of cars. 

Also the sports car buffs—MG— 
Porshe-Bricklin-Corvette—Triumph 
cars. 

Also the foreign car fans-VW- 
Datsun—Toyota, etc. 

There are the luxury car fans— 
Cadillac-Rolls-Royce-Mercedes. 

There are the AMC/Jeep fans. 

There are the GM car/truck fans- 
Pontiac—Buick. etc. 

There are the Lincoln/Mercury 
fans. 

And on and on and on. 

A final note: 

The person who designed the Edsel 
did NOT design the Corvair. That 
man designed the F- 111 airplane, 
which is thought to be dangerous. 

The Corvair was touted as danger¬ 
ous. Why? It was a rear-engine car 
(also air-cooled-none of Ford’s cars 
are or were), and the handling was 
different from a front-engine car. 
That was the main reason Corvair 
was knocked around. 

1 am mainly a Chevy man, but 1 
love and respect all cars.
